BACKGROUNI)
The Salem City V/astewater Treatment Facility (facility) consists of tkee facultative lagoons and

constructed in 1988. The facility cuffently serves Salem City and Elk Ridge. The facility
discharges to an unnamed irrigation ditch which flows to Beer Creek, and eventually Utah Lake.

The lagoons are designed for an avelage daily flow of 1125 million gallons per day (MGD) with a

peak hydraulic flow of 2 MGD, and a 5-day biochemical oxygen demand (BODs) and total

suspended solids (TSS) loading of 1200 and 1350 lbs./day respectively. Effluent limitations are

those that the wasteload allocation demonstrates are sufficient to meet Utah V/ater Quality
Standards in the receiving waters.
